Lacombe Loses Semi- 
Final to Wetaskiwin 
In Double Overtime 


After holding Wetaskiwin to a 4-4 
tie last Thursday on their home ice, 
Lacombe hockey team lost out in 
the semi-finals of the Central Al- 


berta Hockey League at the Arena 
rink on Saturday night before a 
record crowd, when the locals were 
defeste4 by Wetaskiwin by a 4-2 
score, in a two. period overtime 
game, 

The local boys were leading 2-1 
right up to four minutes of the final 
bell, when the visitors tied up,the 
game, forcing overtime. Lacombe 
were Weakened by the absence of 
two regulars, Pettit and Simituk, 
who were unable to play. Hoppus, 
of the juniors, joined Pears on the 
defense and played a splendid game. 

Both teams started out playing de- 
fensive hockey, -which detracted 
from the game from a_spectator's 
viewpoint, but in the last’) period, 
and overtime, the players” started 
to open up, and the crowd of over 
600, got their money’s worth in real 
excitement.

EDMONTON; Jan. 27—Everything 
in Edmonton during the past week 
has been overshadowed by the death 
of His Majesty King George V, and 
yet despite this great historical hap- 
pening, everything has gone on much 
as usual, 

The Alberta government sent a 
message to the new king, Edward 
VIII, and Alberta’s royal citizen, ex- 
pressing sorrow and loyalty. It was 
forwarded through Hon. W. L. 
Walsh, lieutenant-governor, to Lord 
Tweedsmuir, governor-general for 
transmission to London. 

The message concluded: “We re- 
spectfully request your honor to 
transmit to His Majesty an assurance 
of our devoted attachment to his 
Majesty's person.” The message was 
signed by Premier Aberhart. 


Perhaps the outstanding event 
locally during the week was the an- 
nual convention of the U.F.A., which 
opened its sessions at the Masonic 
Temple, Tuesday morning. The dele- 
gates were welcomed to the city by 
Hon. W. L. Walsh, lieutenant-gover- 
nor, Premier Aberhart on behalf of 
the government, and Mayor Joseph 
Clarke for the city. 

Two outstanding decisions were 
reached during the convention. The 
most important being that of contin- 
uance in the political arena. Despite 
the advice of Robert Gardiner and 
former premier R. G. Reid, the dele- 
gates turned down a resolution to 
delay decision on the question for a 
year and went further by voting 
overwhelmingly to continue in poli- 
tics. The convention declined. to 
leave political action in the hands of 
the C.C.F. 

As before the last election the U. 
F.A. will carry on its own political 
activity within the provincial boun- 
dary, but in federal matter will lend 
support to the C.C.F. 

Robert Gardiner was elected presi- 
dent of the body. 

The other outstanding action of 
the delegates was to denounce in 
emphatic terms any inference that 
there had been either graft or mis- 
management in connection with the 
former government’s conduct in ad- 
ministration of the province’s af- 
fairs. 

Former Premier R. G. Reid, in an 
address on the record of his govern- 
ment, led the attack on statements 
made, or alleged to have been made, 
by Premier William Aberhart. “If

Canadian Women Also Pay More 
Attention To Education Of 
Children 
Recent educational surveys’ tend 
to show that Canadian women are 
better educated than Canadian men 


any pay more attention to the educa- 
do the 


males. 

On the average, according to re- 
turns collected by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics, girls spend half 
a year longer in school than do boys. 
This condition has prevailed since 
the beginning of the present century. 


Tracing statistics back to an even} Canadian trapper. and _ prospector, 


earlier period it was found that the 
percentage of illiteracy among Cana- 
dian-born women has been continu- 
ously lower than among Canadian- 
born men. This condition is the re- 
verse of that prevailing among peo- 
ple who have come to Canada from 
6ther countries. Among immigrants 
the percentage of illiteracy for the 
women is higher than for the men. 

Women’s interest in the education 
of her children was determined by a 
survey of the families of widows and 
deserted wives compared with fam- 
ilies left in the care of the father 
only. Up to the age of 15 at least it 
was found the widows’ children had 
a better average school attendance 
than the motherless children and, 
despite the known difficulties of a 
woman rearing a family alone, had 
as good and perhaps a little better 
record than" ctildren who had both 
parents living. 


The Cancer Scourge 


Disease Is Definitely Curable In Early 
Stages, Says Specialist 

Cancer, in its early stages, is 
definitely curable with only occa- 
sional exceptions, the Royal Cana- 
dian Institute was told by Dr. Bur- 
ton T. Simpson, director of the state 
institute. for malignant disease, Buf- 
falo, N.Y. 

“Three methods «of cure are avail- 
able to the physician—surgery, the 
use of radium and irradiation from 
X-rays,”’ Dr. Simpson said. “I know 
of no others and it is only a waste 
of time to try other methods.” 

In an interview following his ad- 
dress, the Buffalo doctor said the 
“ensol”’ treatment discovered’ at 
Kingston, Ont., by Dr. Hendry Con- 
nell had not been investigated by the 
American society for the control of 
cancer. He had heard of ensol and 


the Connell researches, but Dr. Simp- 


son said the society had not been in- 
vited to consider the intravenous in- 
jection treatment. 

“Nobody has yet been able to pro- 
duce a@ cancer germ,” he said. It is 
not contagious and there is absolute- 
ly no danger in coming into contact 
with cancer. The present accepted 
theory of its cause is really a two- 
fold one. There is a hereditary tend- 
ency and the disease itself is not 
hereditary, but it is believed that the 
particular cells which are susceptible 
to the chronic irritation are inherit- 
ed.” 


Used Costly Method 

It cost George Keeler, a Windsor 
barber, between $200 and $300 to 
thaw out frozen water pipes at his 
place of business.

Gold, the yellow-lure of the North 
country, which has sent thousands 
of men from Edmonton in the last 
few years, holds the 1936 northern 
spotlight as preparations are made 
for a new season. 

Reports of fabulous finds, made 
during the 1935° season, many of 
which have yet to be proved by 
actual mining operations, are bring- 
ing prospectors from east and west, 
men young in the search for the 
precious metal and veterans who have 
prospected other fields~-in Canada and 
the United States. 

By land, train, waterways and air- 
plane, they will make their way to 


Edmonton, the “gateway to the 
north.” Some will make a_ winter 
start — snow-stakers; others. will 


await the spring break-up. 
The rush for fortune—hidden in 


the rocks of the north—means trade}: 


for the Gateway City. Thousands of 
dollars are spent by the gold hunters 
in Alberta's capital. 

The discovery of gold changed an 
isolated trading post known as 
Beaver Lodge, on the north shore of 
Lake Athabasca, astride the Sas- 
katchewan-Alberta boundary, to a 
thriving town which was named Gold- 
flelds. 

From an original population of 
less than a dozen traders and trap- 
pers, Goldfields to-day has a com- 
munity of 300 men and women, with 
newcomers adding to the census 
count each month. It is 450 miles 
from Edmonton by air. 

Misfortune has followed some into 
Goldfields. Other struck it lucky. 

Nearly two decades ago the area 
was searched for the yellow metal 
of wealth. Tragedy ended the early 
search when Paul Piche, a French- 


took his life after an unsuccessful 
hunt for capital to back his venture. 
To-day his cabin, abandoned years 
ago, is in the centre of the discovery 
area. Piche took a fast way out. 
Overlooking the field that he believed 
would bring his fortune, the old-time 
prospector prepared a box of dyna- 
mite, his last, calmly sat atop and 
fired the fuse. 

Other districts that will attract 
the 1936 adventurers: in the north 
are Fond Du Lac, in the Goldfields 
area; Neely Lake, and away in the 
far north, Great Lake; Outpost 
Island, and the new discovery plot, 
Yellow Knife River, where eastern 
interests, headed by Toronto men, 
plan an extensive search next spring.

Social Credit government came into 
office, they brought it in with thei,” 
Mr. Reid declared. He demanded 
that Premier Aberhart give specific 
instances of the “mess” and. evi- 
dences of graft. 

When shown the account of the 
address by the former premier, Mr. 
Aberhart said: “I have never said 
there was graft or dishonesty in the 
administration of provincial affairs 
by the U. F. A. Nothing T have ever 
said could be construed as meaning 
that I was reflecting om ‘he honesty 
of the former government.” 


Other actions of the U.F.A. con 
vention included the passing of ve 
solutions demandury catcellation of 
the provin’'e’s contract with the U 
C.M.P.; protesting against any move 
to turn the provineial telephoncs 
over to private hands; and rejection 
of a resolution urging farm debtors 
to organize to protect” themselves 
against foreclosure and eviction. 
This resolution was branded as a 
veiled threat against law and order. 


Premier Aberhart’s new proposals 
for the amalgamation and consoli- 
dation of school districts are not 
meeting with universal approval and 
there is a possibility it may be modi- 


fied before coming before the legis- 
lature. Strong protests have been 
heard from Two Hélls and other 
ridings over some of the proposed 
features of the system. 

G. Fred McNally, deputy minister 
of Education, announced a revolu- 
tionary plan of courses in rural 
schools that probably will be made 
compulsory next September. It may 
also be adopted in urban schools. 
The plan calls for elimination of ex- 
aminations up to grade nine; ¢limin- 
ation of the grade system, establish- 
ment of an intermediate school be- 
tween elementary school and high 
school; and radical revision of the 
school curricula. 


The discussion over relief in the 
cities still goes on and appears no 
nearer settlement. The cities of Cal 
gary and Edmonton want 80 per cent 
of the cost of relief and the govern- 
ment has decided on a 70 per cent 
basis for alk municipalities alike. 
Premier Aberhart pointed out to the 
mayors of the two cities, who met 
the cabinet to talk the situation over 
Saturday.

Some interesting figures relating 
to theggumber of dismissals from the 
civil service since the Social Credit 
government came into office were 
revealed during the week. The 
grand total of those dismissed ws 
20, but this doesn’t include the num- 
ber who were dropped from the ser- 
vice because of having reached the 
age limit set by the civil service act. 
These have been about 32. In only 
three cases have the reasons given 
for dismissal been other than “re- 
quirements of reorganization.” 

Speaking of these figures, Premier 
Aberhart stated, “there have been 
few governments that have made so 
few changes on coming into office as 
the present Alberta government has. 
“An interesting comparison would 
be found hetween the Alberta record 
since September 3, 1935, and that of 
the Saskatchewan government, and 
the Ontario government especially, 
where it might be said whole de- 
partments were lifted out bodiky. 

Two new appointments have been 
made during the week. In Calgary 
William J. Douglass will be the re- 
presentative of the relief appeal and 
advisory board, and in Edmonton 
William D. Brady will be the mem- 
ber. All complaints or appeals re- 


garding relief from South of Red 
Deer should be sent to Mr. Douglass 
and those from north of that line 
to Mr. Brady. 


In opposition circles during the 
week there has not been silence. W. 
R. Howson, K. C., Liberal leader, 
comes out with a prediction that 
there will be another provincial elec- 
tion not later than in 1937. He claims 
there are evidences of discontent 
and uneasiness in Social Credit 
ranks. Perhaps the wish may be 
father to the thought in Mr. How- 
son’s mind, but only time can tell.

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What About fiirhiatation? 


The questio: of encouraging and permitting immigration to Western 
Carfada is again looming on the horizon after a hiatus of six or seven years 
in the flow of new settlers to this country from Great Britain and some of 
the European countries. 


With the agricultural and economic depression of the past few years 
still laying a heavy hand on the peoples of the prairie provinces and with 
the shadow of half a dozen years of widespread unemployment and direct 
relief not yet Obtiterated, colonization schemes, with Western Canada as one | 
of the objectives, are being considered and launched on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 

In the British House of Commons a motion was adopted in late Decem- 
ber inviting the House to take prompt steps to survey the possibility of 
emigration within the Empire and the Under-secretary for Foreign Affairs 
announced the government's decision to appoint an Empire Settlement Board 
of eight members and its acceptance of the report of an inter-departmental 
committee for overseas settlements. 


On this side of the ocean, public announcement was recently made of 
the promotion, presumably by private interests; of a colonization scheme, 
under which it is proposed to bring out for settlement on purchased land 
in Saskatchewan, one hundred families of experienced farmers from the 
County of Derby; England, accompanied by an intimation that this is but 
the precursor of a number of similar colonies. 

Under this scheme, British capital, it was reported, is investing suffici- 
ent money to purchase 100 quarter sections of land at $20 an acre, farm 
implements, livestock and machinery to the extent of $12,500 per family. 
The money is to be treated as a revolving fund, for, according to press re- | 
ports: ‘Each year they (the immigrants) will repay part of what they| 
make from crops. At the end of five years they are supposed to haye saved 
enough to be able to leave the colony and buy farms for themselves. The 
county authorities in England will make a loan equal to what has been | 
‘saved so as to enable the purchase of farm and equipment. When they | 
leave, their places will be taken by other British emigrants.” 

The plan, it is reported, contemplates safeguard to prevent the | 
migrants becoming a charge on the country during their five year appren- | 
ticeship period and their activities are to be supervised. 


Without taking cognizance of the possible ultimate fate of a percentage 
of the beneficiaries under such a project, the effect of colonization of new 
settlers on the welfare of established farmers, of the agricultural industry | 
in the west and of the country, under this or any other immigration plan, | 
at the present time and under existing conditions, is worthy of serious con- 
sid2:ation on the part of the provincial and Dominion authorities, before}! 
“sanction to such plans is given, or, in fact, to immigration generally. 

It must not be forgotten that the immediate fwture of agriculture in 
the prairie provinces is somewhat doubtful with export markets for hard 
spring wheat contracting, with consumption tending-to decline in Canada’s 
best wheat market and with, as yet,no new markets opened up. 

Thus, the farmers on the land now in the prairie provinces are more! 
than able to take care of the existing market for their major export pro- 
duct and to bring in others to compete with them in this particular product 
Goes not appear to be a reasonable act. 


There appears to be some hope of expanding markets for some other 
exportable agricultural products which can be produced on the prairies, 
principally livestock and livestock products, but, so far, these markets Have 
not been sufficiently developed to warrant increased production by adven- 
titious methods. The trend rather is in the direction of improvement in| 
quality and assurance of regularity of supply. Until this has been achieved 
and markets for such products broadened because of it, it is reasonable to 
suppose that farmers already on the land can take care of the demand. As 
for other agricultural products which must be confined to local markets, | 
everybody Knows that the capicity of these markets is so limited at pres- | 
ent, and likely to be for some time to come, that their requirements can 
easily be cared for without bringing in new settlers to increase production. 

Until these problems are in a fair way to be solved and farmers already 
established in the country have had a reasonable opportunity to at least 
partially rehabilitate themselves and recover some of their lost ground, the 
wisdom of bringing in new settlers, no matter how desirable the type, is| 
open to serious question. 

Certainly the rural sections of the west cannot be expected to welcome 
new immigrants with open arms, and it is equally certain that the urban | 
centres, who are busily engaged in assistig former farm residents to get 
back on the land or return to the countries of their origin, will look askance 
at any proposal to establish more new settlers from overseas.

Of Dry Wood Holds

“Tips” on the art of nailing woods | 
together come from experts of the 
Forest Products Laboratory at Madi- 
son, Wis. 

A nail is long enough if about 
two-thirds of it goes into the board 
receiving the point. Splitting can be 
avoided by using a thin, blunt nail, 
or by, blunting the end of a sharp 
nail and by boring a lead hole into 
the wood. The strength of nailed 
woods increases directly with the 
number of nails used. Good joints 
cannot be made with green woods 
that later dry out. Nails are more 
efficient when driven into the side 
grain of dry. wood than when driven) 
into the end grain.

Harder For Fugitives 


International Exchange Of Finger- 
prints Makes Capture Simple 

Crossing the - international. bound- 
ary line no longer means safety for 
the criminal as it did in past years. 
International exchange of finger 
prints between Canada, Great Britain 
and the United States as well as 
other countries has now taken .away 
one refuge for criminals. 

Take for instance the case of Stan- 
ley Donnelly, who was taken into 
custody by the Queee provincial 
police of Montreal on a charge of 
obtaining $22,000 in property through 
a scheme which consisted of placing 
bets on fictitious races, The Cana- 
dian police submitted Donnelly’s 
fingerprints to the federal bureau of 
investigation and it was found that 
he was wanted in Plymouth, Massa- 
chusetts. The district attorney in 
Plymouth contacted the Quebec pro- 
vincial police and arrangements were 
made to send him back to the United 
States. That is, after he had served 
out the six months’ sentence he re- 
ceived when found guilty at Mont- 
real. 

The International Exchange of 
Fingerprints not only provides means 
of establishing the criminals’ police 
record, but is also of assistance to 
prosecuting attorneys, judges and 
parole officials and is of the utmost 
importance as a means of identifying 
persons arrested in one country and 
wnated in another.

“but as the toll of death and injury 
in motor accidents continued — to 
mount it becomes increasingly evident 
that the crux of the problem is not 
so much the level crossing but along 
the highways themselves.”

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Say This Year 
wit Bring More Sunspots 
And © Trouble May Result 


Crops should be smaller, people 
more irritable and radia recéption 
worse in 1936 than in 19365 if scien- 
tists have plotted correctly the num- 
ber of spots due to pock the sprface 
of the sun next year. 

With long-range telescopes, astron- 
omers have studied sunspots for sev- 
eral centuries and year by year they 
become more convinced of their 
dorfiineering influence on very form 
of life on earth.~-One of the chief 
centres of study is the Dominion ob- 
servatory at Ottawa. 

The year 1936 will find sunspots 
increasing in number. This should 
produce more rain in thé Maritimes 
and along the Pacific coast in British 


Columbia but less in Ontario, the 
pra'ries and inland Quebec. There 
should be’ lower temperatures 


throughout the country, more cloudy 
days, fewer thunderstorms, more 
northern lights, more electrica] dis- 
turbances to radio ‘waves. 

When sunspots are on the increase, 
the health of man and animals falls 
off. If western wheat farmers are to 
have less rainfall in 1936 and conse- 
quently a smaller crop, they can draw 
satisfaction from the prediction there 
will be less grasshoppers than in 
1935. If the year runs true to form, 
there will be less rabbits, grouse, 
partridges and other game. 

The influence of sunspots on health 
has not been plotted with any degree 
of accuracy but scientists are con- 
vinced there is a connection between 
them The years 1917 and 1918, the 
world-wide influenza plagues, saw 
sunspots reach the highest number 
since the turn of the century. Scien- 
tists believe the same electrical dis- 
turbance that throws your radio out 
of gear, 
jittery, making you irritable. 

Sunspots are really storm centres, 
whirling around in the’ hot, solar 
gases. Surrounding them are large 
areas of bright clouds, rich emitters 
of ultra-violet light. Scientists be- 
lieve the link between sunspots and 
meteorological conditions on 
earth lies in the waxing and waning 
of the ultra-volet rays from the sun. 
It has been determined lately the 
sun emits more ultra-violet 
when sunspots are numerous than 
when bead are scarce. 


Protecting The Buffalo 


Indians Engaged To Restore Herds 
To U.S. West 

Another step toward restoring a 
semblance of the once-mighty bison 
herds that ranged the mountains and 
prairies of southern Montana, 100 of 
there animals, shipped from Yellow- 
stone National park, have been 
turned out in the Crow Indian reser- 
vation, south of Billings, Mont. 

The buffalo, held in huge crates, 
were hauled in trucks from Lamar, 
in the park, to the vicinity of the Big 
Horn canon, where they were releas- 
ed. The first shipment consisted of 
28 bison, taken from the park hefd 
during a round-up of about half of 
the 1,000 animals ranging in the na- 
tional playground. : 

Last year 113 bison were similarly 
removed to the Crow country under 
a plan worked out by Robert Yellow- 
tail, superintendent of the reserva- 
tion, who was chosen for the office by 
the Indians from among the leaders 
of the tribe. Natural increase has 
brought this number to 150. 

“We have just completed a fence 
made completely of logs, which en- 
closes a land-locked area, faced on 
three sides by precipitous rock walls, 
enclosing an area which will support 
about 1,000 head winter and sum- 
mer,” Yellowtail explained. 

“The buffalo will use the deep 
canons which heretofore have been 
wasted feed. Whenever the herd 
outgrows this area, we have another 
land-locked range we can put them 
into. I am sure that the Indians 
demonstrated to the country at large 
that we are safe and proper persons 
to entrust the protection of wild life 
to, including buffalo, elk and other 
animals.” 


How Canadian Press Started 


Idea Originated With Late Editor Of 
Sherbrooke Record 

Alfred Wood, owner and editor of 
the Sherbrooke Daily Reeord who 
died recently, was a remarkable man 
in many ways. A practical printer, 
versatile writer and keen 
man, he had worked or had interests 
in more papers and in more capac- 
ities than perhaps any other man in 
Canada. It was this versatility and 
this wide knowledge that gave him 
the idea of a _ nation-wide 
gathering organization to serve the 
needs of all Canadian newspapers and 
improve the service to their readers. 


He took the first steps towards 
formation of such an organization 
and although he had _ temporarily 


gone out of newspaper work and into 
the mercantile fiel@ he had the satis- 
faction of seeing his plans brought 
to maturity within a year. Out of 
this developed what is now the high- 
ly-efficient Canadian Press. — St 
Thomas Times-Journal.

New Idea Used At Peace River 
Experimental Station 

From a trench silo converted into 
a sub-ground arrangement for grow- 
ing early plants on the premises of 
Mr. J. B. Barly, noted irrigation 
gardener of Peace River, Alberta, 
was adapted the idea for a partly- 
sunken greenhouse which has beén 
operating since 1933 on the Beaver- 
lodge Experimental Sub-station, in 
the Peace River district. The hot- 
house is used primarily for producing 
early-spring flower and vegetable 
transplants. Additional use has been 
made of the same structure for sum- 
mer, indoor, pot cultures. 

The house was constructed in two 
sections, the original with a 24-in¢éh 
log wall and the addition with frame. 
The latter is truer and much more 
easily built. Two-by-six siN plates on 
a bevelled surface give an inward 
slope to prevent drip from collecting 
and inducing decay. 

A céntred alleyway was excavated 
to a depth of 30 inches, the dirt being | 
banked against the walls on the out- 
side. This serves to retain warmth | 
as well as support the walls, heavily | 
burdened by the glass roof. Benches

Relics of the oldest known Thatani| 
occupation of the New York State) 
area, dating back perhaps 2,500 | 
years, have been uncovered by recent | 
excavations, the Society of Ameri- 
can Archaeologists at Andover, 
| Mass., was told. 

These archaic Indians were canni- 
bals. They differed :markedly, both 
physically and culturally, from In- 
dians the first white settlers met.

William A. Ritchie, assistant ar- 
chaeologist at’ the Rochester, N.Y., 
Museum of Arts and Sciences, thus 
reported the fesults of 10 years’ ex- 
cavations in New York State. The 
work was directed by Arthur C. 
Parker, archaeologist of the museum. | 

On fishing, hunting, nuts and roots 
these early Indians depended for 
food. They knew nothing of agricul- 
ture, pottery making, the use of na- | 
tive copper and shells, and they did 
not smoke pipes—in these ways dif- 
fering from later Indians.

Between Humanity And 


Insects, Says 


Use Of Honey In Cooking 


May Be Used To Replace Sugar In 
Practically All Recipes 

Before the introduction of. cane 
sugar, honey was apparently the only 
sweet available for human use in 
most civilized countries and as such 
was eagerly solght for and very 
highly prized. At the present time, 
however, the per capita consumption 
of sugar is approximately 50 times 
greater than that of honey. This 
difference is rather surprising when 
one considers the comparative food 
value of the two products, to say 
nothing of the fact that sugar is 
being imported, while honey is being 
exported. Sugar, of course, is large- 
ly used in the manufacture of other 
food products and for sweetening pur- 
poses, while honey is most commonly 
used as a spread to replace jams, 
jellies, marmalades or syrups. It is 
rather unfortunate that few house- 
wives realize the fact that honey may 
be used in whole or in part to re- 
place the sugar required in practic- 


| ally all recipes, and that when it is | 


so used certain qualities are impart- | 
ed to the final product that sugar| 
cannot give. In experimental work | 
on the uses of honey in cooking, done | 
by the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, it was found that cakes, 
cookies, etc., made with honey re-| 
mained fresh and moist for a much 
longer period than when sugar was| 
used, and, where mild flavoured) 
honeys were used to replace the, 
sugar, the flavour of the finished} 
product was much improved. When 
honey is used to replace sugar in any | 
recipe, it must be remembered that | 
approximately one-fifth of the honey | 
is water, therefore the liquid portion, 
of the recipe must be reduced by one- 
fifth. Another point to bear in mind | 
is that the sweetening power of 
honey is at least equal to that of an 
equal quantity of sugar. This is im-

tection obtainable A good rod is 
95 per cent. efficient, five per cent. 
being discounted due to the fact that 
lightning does not always strike the | 
highest point. 

The electrical wizard explained, 
that the ancient theory of closing, 
windows to keep lightning from being | 
blown in, advocated sternly by our | 
grandmothers, has proved to have | 
some scientific backing. {

The great damage from lightning , 
is done by the tremendous speed of 
discharge, which builds up terrific 
pressures, McEachron explained. Volt- 
200,000,000 volts upward 
with amperages that reach a limit of 
200,000 amperes have been measured. 
When such a charge strikes, it liter- 
ally blows things to pieces.

A great war, a world-wide, ruth- 
less, persistent menace to humanity 
between human beings and insects, is 
going on. ® 

“Insects are as a group the most 
dangerous of all animals. They are, 
in fact, man’s chief compvtitors for 
the supremacy of the earth,” accord- 
ing to Arthur Gibson, Dominion en- 
tomologist, head of the entomologi- 
cal division, department of agricul- 
ture. 

This division constitutes in Canada 
the spearhead of federal attack on 
insects which live by destroying 


grains, fruits, vegetables, forest 
trees and even domestic animals ab- 
solutely essential to human life. 


These insects are ‘direct and relent- 
less competitors for nearly every one 
of the necessities of life.” 

The insect menace is greater to- 
day than in any period of past his- 
tory, according to authorities in Ot- 
tawa. For the growth of the menace 
in Canada, Canadian people are them- 
selves partially to blame. Forests 
have been cut and destroyed. Con- 
sequently the birds and other animals 


which prey upon insects have de- 
; creased in number. Similar crops 
have been grown over large areas 
year after year enabling insects 


which formerly fed upon native vege- 
tation to change their habits and wax 
fat upon new food plants. 

Annual devastation 


in Canada 


| alone from insect pests is consider- 


ably over $100,000,000, according to 
the entomological division. Some 
years it is far above this. Every 


now and then insects stage a spec- 
tacular attack on humanity which 
serves to bring the menace to atten- 
tion in a drastic manner. Grasshop- 
pers, for instance, sweep over west- 
ern Canadian grain fields leaving 
them in ruins. The codling moth 
takes toll of Ontario orchards to the 
extent of $2,000,000 a year. At pres- 
ent the spruce sawfly is causing in- 
calculable damage to the wonderful 
evergreens of Gaspe and sweeping 
on toward forests of Quebec and On- 
tario. 

These are just a very few spect- 
mens. Federal and provincial gov- 
ernment officials are thoroughly alive 
to the danger. With such resources 
as are available, they. go on fighting 
an army of numberless’ enemies 
which breed with tremendous rapid- 
ity. It is estimated at least 70,000,- 
000 bushels of the 1934 Canadian 
wheat crop were saved when provin- 
cial and federal authorities co-oper- 
ated to meet the grasshopper plague. 
By the end of 1934, the grasshoppers 
were dwindling. 

But the menace is everywhere. 
More than 600,000 different kinds of 
insects have been studied and classi- 
fied. Probably as many more dis- 
tinct species await classification.
